The eolore of the heretofore inviDcible Abe ! 
Frank went down in defeat for the first time 
since the horse came to Chicago, barring his 
famous runaway, yesterday at Washington ^ 
Fark. Sir Oliver, Clay Bros.’ likely colt, was 
the youngster to do the trick, and he did it in a | 
most impressive fashion. The defeat came in ^ 
the rich Hyde Park Stakes, six of the beet two- i 
year-olds in the west responding to the bugle 
call. The track was slow and may, in a degree, 
have militated against the chances of the Ben- 
nett wonder. 

To a good start Memnon shot to the front and 
opened a gap of nearly two lengths from Charles 
W. Meyer on whom Penticost was lapped, Abe 
Frank laid along in fourth place in a good po- 
sition but appeared to lack that dash of speed | 
that had so often carried him to the front in | 
his many races hereabouts. Memnon going i 
along at a great clip still continned in the lead > 
nearing the stretch tnrn a length before Charles | 
W. Meyer with Pentecost and Abe Frank mov- j 
ing up. W hen straightened lor home the Dunne | 
colt increased his lead to three lengths while j 
Abe Frank, Charles W. Meyer and Pentecost 
were necks apart in the order named about two 
lengths before Sir Oliver. It appeared all over 
like Memnon in the last eighth for although 
Abo Frank and Pentecost were closing|percepti- 
bly it was evident they could not get up in time. 
Along in here Sir Oliver came with a great 
burst of speed and quicker than it can be told 
be had reached all bnt the leader. Winkfield 
tried to rally his mount in the closing strides 
bnt to no avail as Sir Oliver passed him easily, 
winning by a length with Memnon just lasting 
long enough to beat Abe Frank a neck for I 
second place. Pentecost tired badly in the last 
sixteenth, while Charles W, Meyer bad enough 
of it by the time the bead of the stretch had 
been reached, j 

Belle’s Commoner took the day’s opener in 
rather a handy fasbirn from Bane Wagner with 
Emathion who made his initial bow to racing, 
an indifferent third. * 

There was nobody to carry Money Mnee fast 
in the second race, a six fnrlongs dash, so the 
Woods gelding had everything his own way and 
was never in trouble, leading from start to fin- 
ish and winning easily by a length with Like- 
ness second a length and a half before Boney 
Boy. Both Boney Boy and Flenron ran well np 
to the final quarter but fell completely out of 
the race thereafter. 

The fourth race went to Alaska, who' was skil- 
fnlly ridden by Winkfield. Beheld the gelding 
back of bis field until the final straightaway, 
where be called upon him and he ate np his 
field with ease, winning well in band by a length 
from El Gbor, who came fast in the last six- 
teenth and nipped the tiring Evelyn Byrd by 
a neck on the post for second place. 

Scotch Plaid carried off the fifth race in a 
handy manner, while Joe Collins, long overdue, 
beat the swerving Knigbtbanneret in the last. 
The latter veered almost into the inside rail in 
the last hundred yards when he seemed all over 
the winner. 

A nnmber of Wheeler Handicap candidates 
were given brisk work after the conclnsion of 
racinn y sterday. Old Pink Coat did bis mile 
and a quarter in 2:14^ finishing fresh and good 
without bleeding and can be set down as a sure 
starter. The Conqueror II. was sent a mile and 
a quarter in 2:151 and Martimas the same dis- 
tance in 2:17, The trainer of Terminus was 
eatisfied with a mile and a furlong tryout which 
the Young Handicap winner did in two minutes 
flali.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

As was predicted before the opening of the 
Sheepsbead spring meeting, many records have 
been broken on the Coney Island Jockey Club 
track. During the winter superintendent Frank | 
Clarke practically re made the track, plough- i 
ing it, redressing it, banking the lower club 
house tnrn, and improving it in every way pos- 
sible. The result of this was that many records ' 
wore splintered, and a now basis of time calcu- 
lation for the track rendered necessary. No I 
lees than nine new track records were made, I 
and equaled, while the record of Brigadier, I 
1 :37^ for a mile on a circular course, is a 
world’s record. The weather has been very | 
favorable, the dry, clear air having a great j 
effect on the average horse, bnt still more de - 1 
pends upon the track. Some horsemen criticize 
the modern fast tracks, believing them to be 
too hard and too thinly dressed on the top, but 
many others like the faster times made and a 
great number of the racing public are also 
keeping close tab. However, there are “styles” 
in tracks as in other things, and today is the : 
day of the skinned track in the east.— Spirit of i 
the Times. j

On Saturday Charles Dwyer returned from 
England and reports a very sneer ssfnl season 
and that the American jockeys were doing first- 
class. He said: “I sold all my horses before 
leaving England. I had my eye on two that I 
intended to bay and bring back with me, bnt 
Engene Leigh got ahead of me and purchased 
them. Mr. Whitney’s Derby winner, Voiedy- 
ovski, is a grand race horse. He ran the Derby 
distance in 2:40, while Cap and Bells, Mr. 
Keene’s filly, with practically the same weight 
and under similar weather conditions, took a 
little more than four seconds longer. This will 
give some idea of the quality of Mr. Whitney’s 
horse.” Mr. Dwyer will not return to England 
this season. 

To the owners who intend to make entries to 
English events notice is ^iven that several im- 
portant English races will close on July 23. 
They are the July and Chesterfield stakes, 
Hastings and Tetland stakes and also sub- 
scriptions for Stallion and Stnd stakes all to be 
run at Newmarket. At Epsom the Derby and 
Oaks have tbsir closing; at Ascot the Corona- 
tion and St. James’ Palace stakes, and at Good- 
wood the Craven, Richmond and Sussex stakes. 
On July SO the entriee will close for the $5O,0GO 
Eclipse Stakes, which has its rnnning at San- 
down Park.

GOSSIP cr XEE TURF. 

Now tliat the starticg machine has battered 
<iown prejndice in England, there can be no 
harm in elating that even so experienced a 
sporteman ae Admiral Rone, once held the 
opinion that “any d—d fool could start a field 
of hurees.” One day he tried the feat himself, 
and— well here’s the story: For the Royal 
Hunt Cap in 1861, Admiral Rous made his 
maiden bow with the starter’s flag, and a nice 
mess he made of it. There had been a lot ol 
complaints jnst before this time as to the way 
the starting had been accomplished, and tlie 
Admiral took the dnty on himself. It was 
scarcely wise nnder the circomstances to com- 
mence on a field of thirty-three runners, this 
being the number in Bnccaneer’s year; but, 
boiling over with wrath and indignation, down 
strode the gallant old salt to the starting 
poet, flag in hand, thinking his appearance 
alone in the position of starter would strike 
terror and dismay into the hearts and minds of 
tbs hitherto unruly jockeys. Bo far from this 
being the case, he absolutely had not the slight- 
ess control over them, and such a scene as 
ensued was probably never witnessed at the 
starting poet. J im Qoater especially was deter- 
mined not to get left, and at last after an hour’s 
delay, and when if possible, the animals were 
in a worse position to be started than they had 
been at any time previously. Admiral Hons, who 
was completely livid with rage, literally threw 
down the flag, shouting at the same time at the 
top of his natnrally strong and rongh voice : 
“Go, and be d- d to you !’’ Qoater got a Hy- 
ing start, and being on a very speedy horse and 
qnick beginner, rapidly added to hie lead, was 
never headed, and won in a canter with the then 
big weight of Set 71b. This was Admiral Rous’ 
first and last attempt at starting. 

At the close of the recent meeting at Denver 
the Times of that city said : “the races are 
over and the management cannot receive too 
mncb credit for the kind of sport that has been 
famished the pnblic during the meeting, itj 
was many per cent better than any that has ever 
been seen in Denver before, and has created a 
new interest in racing that will do the game 
good for many years to come. There is no doubt 
that the people of Denver know good sport 
when they see it, and that they appreciate it. 
More people attended the races in three days 
this year than in two weeks last year. The run- 
ning races were made a feature of the meeting, 
and there can be no doubt that good running 
races is what the majority of racegoers want. 
The harness races were good, but after seeing 
the running races won by a head, the fin- 
ishes in the harness races by lengths seemed 
tame. Mr. Gaylord, who put the meeting 
through, says: ‘1 guess there can be no 
complaint regarding the character of the races 
this year, but next year they will be much bat- 
ter. We will offer larger purses and have some 
stake even.s for runners which will attract 
even a better class than has been seen here this 
season.’ The management of the track has a 
five year lease, and this is sufficient guarantee 
that the best races possible in this end of the 
country will be given. The value of the Colo- 
rado Derby will be largely increased next year, 
and it is expected that the class of horses en- 
tered for it will be much higher than this year. 
The fact that four new track records were 
established in the running races and a new 
record for Colorado mares in the harness events 
shows that the racing was of a higher class 
than it has ever been before.” 

In 1880 Hindoo, then two years old, challenged 
the attention of all lovers of racing. He started 
nine times and finished in front seven times. 
As a three-year-old he started in twenty races 
and won eighteen of them. Hie victories in 
eluded the Kentucky Derby, the Clark Stakes,the 
Coney Island Derby, the Jersey Derby, the Lor- 
illard, the Travers and the Kenner stakes. As a 
four year-old he won five out of six rares, includ- 
ing the Louisville and the Coney Island cups. 
He was descended from a long line of winners, 
was a great winner himself, and took high rank 
as a sire of winners. Hanover, for instance, was 
from his loins. The lesson is plain. Stick to 
producing lines if it is your desire to breed win- 
ners and the sires of winners. Hindoo died at 
Paris, Ky,, Thursday, July 4, of colic. His days 
of asefulness were over, but his blood will assert 
its power for generations to come. Virgil, his 
sire, was by Vandal (son of Glencoe), out of 
Hymenia, by Yorkshire, she out of Little Peggy, 
by Cripple, by Medoc, by American Eclipse, 
Florence, dam of Hindoo, was by Lexington 
(son of Boston), out of Weather Witch, by 
Weatherbit, by Sheet Anchor; second dam by 
Birdeatcher, by Sir Hercules, by Whalebone, by 
Waxy. Here we have strains artistically woven 
which illume the pages of the Stud Book, and 
they have given immortality to Hindoo.— Turf, 
Field and Farm.

ADVANCE GUARD. 

Cp in Canada they think pretty well of Ad- 
vance Guard — in fact, have an assured notion 
that he is about the best race horse of the day. 
Concerning this sturdy campaigner a writer 
says through the Canadian Sportsman : 

“Some Canadian turfmen are of the opinion 
that 1 overrate the quality of Advance Guard 
belonging to Carrntbers A Shields, of this city, 
aad refer for proof to his campaign a year ago 
on tbe Eastern tracks. I will admit that if hie 
claims to greatness rested on his races around 
New York be wonld not scale first class, bnt he 
was nothing like near his proper form in any of 
the races on the Metropolitan tracks. 

“After his return from California last spring 
ha was only rested np for a few days at Detroit, 
after which be was shipped to tbe Ontario 
Jockey Club meeting here. Judged by what be 
has done Advance Guard is a top notchar. Since 
he became tbe property of Carruthers A Shields 
at the and of September, 1899, he has started in 
eighty races. Of these he won twenty-six, was 
twenty times second and thirteen times third. 
In the accomplishment of this be has traveled 
over 20,(X)0 miles. I am not going to discuss the 
question whether he wonld have been a stUl 
greater race horse if bis owners had only raced 
him in the summer season and rested him 
np during the winter months, bnt I won’t- 
hesitate to say that I doubt if there 
are six trainers in America who can 
get as much ont of a horse as Alex Shields 
and break down as few in doing it. Advance 
Guard can’t beat a second- class selling plater 
on a heavy track, but on a fast track I don’t be- 
lieve there are six horses in America, weight 
for age, that can beat him over a distance of 
ground, say from 1 14 to 2 miles. This is not a 
hasty conclusion, bnt it is one arrived at after 
a careful study of his performances, and for the 
benefit of those turfmen who look for proof I 
direct attention to tbe following somewhat 
stubborn facts : 

“These are a few of bis races as a three-year- 
old: 1 1-8 miles in 1:534; 1 1-8 miles with 127 
pounds up in 1:544; 11-8 miles, 110. 1:621; 11-4 
miles, 127, 2:081; 1 1-8 miles, 109, 1 :531 ; 1 mils, 
1:394 ; 7 furlongs, 120, 1:27; 1 mile. 119, 1:40; 
1 1-16 mUes, 108, 1:46.^; 1 18 miles, 118, 1:53^. 
This year, as a four-year old, be has not dete- 
riorated, with 118 pounds np he won the New 
Year’s Handicap at San Francisco, 1 1-8 miles, 
in 1 :524 ; 1 mile and 70 yards, with 119, in 1 :414 ; 



1 1-8 mUee, with 121, in 1;5»; 1 1-16 milM, with 
125 np, in 1 ;47 ; 1 1-2 miles, with 122, in 2 :3S. A 
number of other races could be quoted, but 
these are quite sufficient to prove his high qual- 
ity end that weight does not stop him. 

“Old fogie idea’d trainers who start a horse 
eight or ten times in a whole season and are 
ready to fly off the handle at anybody who 
dares to hint that such methods are only en- 
titled to respect on account of their age, are 
requested to note the fact that Advance Guard’s 
race, in the Great Western Handicap, at Waah- 
ington Park, Chicago, 1 1-2 milee, 122 pounds 
np, in which he defeated Terminus, 3, 108— the 
horse that was second in tbe American Derby — 
Star Chamber, 4, 107 ; Six Shooter, 3, 97 ; Robert 
Waddell, 3, 122; Sidney Lucas. 4, 120; Yesuvian, 
4, 114; Bohul, 4, 100; Our Nellie, 5, 96, and 
Brutal, 3, 96, was won in 2 :35^, eased np at the 
finish as there was nothing behind him able to 
drive him ont, and this over a slow track as 
evidenced by the fact that as good a horse as 
Yulcain took 1 :4S^ to go 1 mile, and this race 
after a campaign of one year and nine months 
without more than two weeks rest. In the 
autumn of 1899 be won $900 for the stable, last 
year |15,200, and this year np to date $12,750, a 
grand total of $28,510 in one year and nine 
months.” 
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
